The  Urban  District  of  Petersfield  is  an  "island”  within  the  rural 
district  of  the  same  name,  and  comprises  the  small  attractive  country 
town  together  with  a  surrounding  area  of  agricultural  land#  PetersfieLd 
is  traversed  by  the  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road  and  railway,  and  both 
are  crossed  by  an  important  east/west  road  link,  the  A. 272  Midhurst  to 
Winchester  road#  The  town  has  several  small  manufacturing  firms,  the 
largest  being  the  I#T.S.  rubber  works#  It  is  also  an  important  centre 
of  retail  trade,  and  possesses  an  abattoir  which  supplies  a  wide  area*

STAFF  and  ORGANISATION. 


Mr.  W#  Carter,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned  on 
3l/8/69  to  take  up  his  appointment  as  a  lecturer  at  Highbury  Technical 
College,  Portsmouth.  He  will  be  engaged  in  teaching  students  following 
the  course  for  Public  Health  Inspectors#  During  his  four  years  service 
Mr#  Carter  became  known  as  an  able  and  courteous  officer,  popular  with  the 
public  and  with  his  colleagues.  Mr#  Carter  will  continue  to  reside  in 
Petersfield. 

He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.N.  Oakley,  who  received  his  training  whilst 
with  Smethwick  County  Borough  and  was  in  the  service  of  the  Borough  of 
Halesowen  at  the  time  of  his  appointment. 

There  were  no  other  staff  changes  in  1968. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE, 


Serfage  Disposal, 

No  new  work  wa.s  undertaken  during  the  year.  Proposals  for  the  new 
treatment  works,  and  additional  sewers  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Local  Government  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Approval  of  loan  sanction 
for  the  complete  scheme  was  received  in  1969  and  it  is  hoped  work  may  begin 
in  that  year. 

Refuse  Disposal, 

Disposal  of  refuse  continued  to  the  Buriton  tip  maintained  by  Petersfield 
Rural  District  Council  and  tliis  arrangement  continued  to  work  satisfactorily# 
During  the  year  the  joint  planning  body  for  South  Hampshire  published  the 
first  of  a  series  on  environmental  problems.  It  was  a  good  presentation  of 
an  ably  conducted  investigation.  Many  of  the  large  urban  authorities  in 
South  Hampshire  (notably  Southampton)  will  soon  have  exhausted  suitable  tips 
and,  with  the  ever  increasing  volume  of  refuse  it  is  apparent  that  incineration 
or  some  other  method  of  reducing  the  bulk  of  refuse  will  be  required.  As  far 
as  Petersfield  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils  are  concerned  the  Buriton 
tip  is  considered  adequate  to  the  end  of  this  century. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Co.,  maintained  a  satisfactory  supply  throughout 
the  year. 

Swimming  Pool, 

The  dismal  summer  meant  that  this  was  not  in  heavy  demand;  regular 
bacteriological  tests  of  the  main  pool  were  satisfactory.  An  innovation  was 
the  provision  of  a  paddling  pool  for  toddlers;  if  really  used  only  for 
paddling  there  could  be  no  objection  to  this,  but  of  course  the  children 
use  it  as  a  bathing  pool,  and  get  much  pleasure  from  it.  The  only  snag  is 
that  it  is  quite  impossible  to  maintain  the  water  free  of  infection.  The 
reason  why  most  public  authorities  prefer  not  to  provide  facilities  of  this 
sort  is  not  because  they  are  parsimonious  but  that  they  prefer  not  to 
introduce  a  health  hazard. 

An  institutional  pool  which  had  given  bad  samples  in  previous  years  to 
the  extent  that  closure  had  been  recommended  installed  recirculation  and 
purification  plant.  As  a  result  the  samples  became  satisfactory  and  the  pool 
more  popular  with  those  using  it’.

Houses  on  the  new  Rival  Moor  Estate  were  completed  and  came  into 
occupation.  Private  building  was  at  a  reduced  rate  in  1968, 

Food  Hygiene, 

The  main  commitment  in  this  field  continued  to  be  meat  inspection  at 
The  Grange  Abattoir,  The  output  from  this  establishment  continued  to 
increase  in  1968,  Some  new  equipment  was  installed,  A  sewer  swab  from 
the  internal  drains  is  submitted  for  bacteriological  investigation  once 
weekly;  four  isolations,  all  of  Salmonella  -panama  were  made,  one  in  July, 
two  in  August  and  one  in  Plovember,  No  human  cases  of  this  infection  are 
known  to  have  occurred  in  the  area. 


Inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  town  was  carried  on  through  the 
year  and  after  prolonged  negotiations  one  shop  which  had  been  a  worry 
because  of  lack  of  space  was  refitted  and  enlarged  after  consultation  with 
this  department. 

In  the  field  of  food  hygiene  and  human  infection  we  are  greatly 
helped  by  reports  and  advice  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
at  Portsmouth  and  Winchester,  and  we  are  grateful  to  them  for  their  support. 
In  the  matter  of  adulteration  of  food  the  responsible  authority  is  the 
County  Council,  and  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  Hampshire 
(Mr,  Preston)  and  his  staff  work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Council’s 
staff.  Gratitude  is  expressed  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation. 
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PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals . 

There  was  no  change  in  the  general  facilities  during  1968,  Petersfield 
"cottage"  hospital  and  Heathside  G-eriatric  Hospital  are  both  in  the  Town* 
Medical  attention  at  both  is  given  by  general  practitioners  in  the  town* 
Out-patient  sessions  in  certain  specialties  are  held  at  the  former* 

Major  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Portsmouth  and  uncomplicated 
midwifery  is  carried  out  at  The  Grange  Maternity  Home,  G-reatham*  One 
change  during  the  year  was  an  adjustment  of  the  catchment  areas  for  mental 
hospitals,  Petersfield  was  transferred  from  Park  Prewett  (Basingstoke) 
to  The  Royal  Hospital,  Portsmouth, 

G-eneral  Practice, 


Six  doctors  have  surgeries  in  Petersfield,  five  practice  from  a  group 
surgery. 

Nursing  and  Midwifery, 

The  Town  is  served  by  two  nurse/midwives  and  one  Health  Visitor* 

None  are  "attached"  to  the  local  practices. 

Maternity  and  Child  Health. 

A  child  health  clinic  is  held  each  Wednesday  at  the  County  Council  Health 
Clinic  in  Love  Lane*  Ante-natal  "relaxation"  classes  are  also  held  here,  as 
well  as  regular  school  eye  clinics,  speech  clinics  and  other  special  clinics 
as  required*  The  building  also  houses  the  headquarters  of  the  local  School 
Dental  Service*

Welfare  Department* 

There  was  a  reorganisation  of  local  areas  at  the  start  of  1968,  as  a 
result  of  which  Petersfield  became  attached  to  the  Havant  office  and  the 
Welfare  Office  in  the  town  was  opened  only  on  three  mornings  a  week*  At 
the  same  time  Mr*  Pepper  who  had  served  the  a,rea  for  some  years  transi erred 
to  Basingstoke.  Mr.  Staddon  became  mainly  concerned  with  the  Petersfield 
area  but  he  too  was  transferred  during  the  year  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Shott. 
These  vicissitudes  were  surmounted  and  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Petersfield  Office  was  staffed  each  morning  on  T/eekdays* 
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Health  Education* 


This  work  is  mainly  carried  on  in  schools  and  at  Child  Health  Clinics, 
but  in  the  early  spring  a  Cancer  Prevention  exhibition  was  staged  at  the 
Town  Hall,  the  Council  having  kindly  made  this  available*  The  exhibition 
was  mounted  by  the  Health  Education  section  of  the  County  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  was  staffed  by  county  nursing  and  medical  staff*  Personal 
invitations  had  been  sent  to  all  organisations  in  the  area  to  send  delegates 
to  see  the  exhibition*  The  response  was  disappointing* 

VOLUNTARY  SERVICES. 


Even  in  this  "welfare”  state  of  ours  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  in 
which  help  is  needed  it  is  provided  by  relatives  or  friends  or,  to  a  lesser 
degree,  by  people  working  voluntarily  for  an  organisation  -  for  example  a 
local  church.  This  is  just  as  well,  for  the  statutory  services  provided  by 
central  and  local  Government  would  be  quite  inadequate  to  cope  with  the 
problem*  The  community  ov/es  these  people  a  large  debt  of  gratitude,  for 
even  if  funds  were  not  limited  it  would  be  impossible  to  provide  an  "official” 
service  on  the  same  scale  or  to  the  same  level  of  efficiency* 

The  ”Meals  on  Wheels”  service  is  a  case  in  point;  during  term  time  we 
rely  on  the  kitchen  staff  at  the  Secondary  School  to  prepare  and  cook  the 
food  -  in  the  holidays  Fairley  Court  Cafe  takes  over*  The  meals  are  delivered 
by  W  .R.V.S.  voluntary  workers  and  the  v/hole  scheme  is  run  by  the  W.R.V.S* 
During  1968/69  a  total  of  1,920  meals  were  delivered.  All  concerned  are  to 
be  congratulated  and  thanked  for  providing  this  service* 

It  must  be  noted  however  that  the  "Meals  on  Ytfheels”  service  is  short 
of  drivers ;  if  any  person  is  prepared  to  help  with  this  work  they  should 
get  in  touch  with  Mrs.  K*  Gammon,  Petersfield  3749* 

There  are  many  other  voluntary  agencies  giving  service,  and  certainly 
some  are  probably  unknown  to  the  writer •  Mention  should  be  made  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  who  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council  in  the 
provision  of  Home  Nursing  equipment  and  in  providing  chiropody  clinics  for 
the  elderly*  The  Hampshire  Council  for  Social  Service  also  act  as  agents 
for  the  County  Council  in  providing  chiropody  clinics  for  the  elderly,  and 
are  interested  in  a  wide  range  of  social  matters. 

THE  SEEBOHM  REPORT. 


The  report  of  the  Seebohm  Committee  set  up  to  review  ”The  Personal 
and  Allied  Social  Services”  was  published  in  1968,  one  in  a  series  of 
examinations  of  matters  closely  concerned  w ith  local  government.  The 
report  correctly  draws  attention  to  the  considerable  muddle  in  this  field 
with  overlapping  both  by  different  authorities  and  indeed  by  the  same 
authority  in  different  fields.  For  example 
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For  the  Town  of  Petersfield: - 


The  Area  Nursing  Office  is  in  Petersfield. 

The  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  in  Petersfield. 

The  Y.relfare  Office  is  at  Emsworth. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Office  is  at  Fareham. 

The  Ambulance  Control  is  at  Winchester, 

The  Children’ s  Office  is  at  Havant# 

The  Police  Headquarters  is  at  Havant  (but  with  21+  hour  local 

staffing) • 

These  are  all  County  Council  services  paid  for  from  the  rates.  The 
same  sort  of  muddle  will  be  found  in  the  local  branches  of  central 
government. 

It  was  in  an  attempt  to  co-ordinate  this  field  that  bi-monthly  meetings 
of  social  v/orkers  was  started  in  Petersfield,  Council  graciously  allowing 
the  use  of  the  Council  Chamber  for  this  purpose.  These  have  continued  and 
are  well  attended,  which  it  is  hoped  is  a  measure  of  their  usefulness, 
though  unhappily  some  services  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

Criticisms  of  the  Seebohm  report  are  - 

(i)  That  it  is  unnecessarily  lengthy  and  verbose,  a  most  tedious 
volume  to  read. 

(ii)  A  number  of  statements  are  made  on  matters  of  opinion  and  not  of 
fact,  and  little  attempt  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  true 
facts  in  some  fields,  which  admittedly  are  difficult  of  research. 

(iii)  An  overall  single  "blanket"  solution  is  proposed  in  the 

immediate  creation  of  new  social  work  departments  in  all  major 
authorities,  without  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Local  Government.  The  wisdom  of  this  step  is 
clearly  open  to  doubt,  and  indeed  many  experienced  people  are 
not  satisfied  that  the  committee’s  proposals  will  achieve  what 
they  hope. 

At  the  same  time  the  government  published  a  Green  Paper  on  the  future 
of  the  National  Health  Service  which  envisaged  the  bringing  together  of  the 
three  separate  parts  of  the  service  under  the  "Area  Health  Boards"  idea 
first  propounded  by  the  Porritt  Committee  of  the  B.M.A.  four  years  before. 
That  the  "area  health  board"  could  be  the  local  authority  was  mentioned. 

However,  the  green  pa.per  was  withdrawn  in  January,  19&9.

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The  number  of  deaths  shov/ed  a  small  decrease  but,  owing  to  an  estimated 
increase  of  100  in  the  population,  the  crude  death  rate  remained  the  same. 
However,  when  corrected  for  differences  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  population  of  Petersfield  Urban  District  and  that  of  England  and  V/ales, 
the  death  rate  is  slightly  above  the  national  rate.  In  my  opinion  this 
difference  is  not  of  importance  (it  is  not  statistically  significant). 

Age  Distribution  of  Deaths. 

Of  121  deaths  recorded,  63  were  in  persons  aged  75  or  over;  this  is 
just  over  50$  97  deaths  out  of  1 21  we re  in  persons  aged  65  or  over.

Two  changes  ifere  made  in  the  law  relating  to  infectious  disease 
notification  during  1968.  As  from  June  15th  Infective  hepatitis  (infectious 
jaundice)  became  nationally  notifiable,  and  as  from  October  1st  new  regulations 
came  into  force.  As  from  this  date  pneumonia,  acute ^  rheumatism  and  puerperal 
pyrexia  ceased  to  be  notifiable,  leptospirosis,  tetanus  and  yellow  fever  became 
notifiable.  The  obligation  to  notify  was  restricted  to  the  medical  attendant 
and  the  fee  for  notification  was  doubled  to  5/=  -  in  the  case  of  hospital 

doctors  increased  five  fold l 

It  had  been  expected  more  notifications  would  be  received  but  this  does 
not  seem  to  have  happened. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE. 

The  cause  of  this  unpleasant  illness  is  not  known,  and  not  much  is  known 
about  the  mode  of  spread,  or  the  incubation  period.  As  a  result  quarantine 
may  extend  up  to  9  weeks.  It  is  not  possible  to  lay  down  general  rules  for 
the  control  of  this  disease;  each  case  must  be  judged  on  the  circumstances 
prevailing.  A  further  complication  is  that  probably  two  thirds  of  human 
infections  are  sub-clinical  -  that  is  there  are  no  symptoms  of  illness# 

Of  the  cases  notified,  one  was  in  a  young  man,  notified  (and  probably 
diagnosed)  some  7  wee ks  after  the  onset,  two  were  in  school  children  but  with 
no  known  connection  and  one  in  the  wife  of  a  man  serving  in  the  Navy.  It 
later  transpired  that  the  disease  had  occurred  in  a  neighbouring  naval 
institution. 

FOOD  POISONING-. 

Tiie  five  cases  reported  were  all  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  in  one  family. 
They  obtained  their  meat  from  a  source  outside  the  district.

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company, 
Farnham,  the  chief  source  of  supply  being  the  two  deep  boreholes  at 
Sheet,  augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oakshott.  All  the  houses  in  the 
district  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Company’s  mains,  with  the  exception 
of  four  houses  supplied  from  wells. 

The  supply  which  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  is  adequate# 

In  addition  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  subject  their  water  to 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  I 
am  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Analyst’s  reports.  All  these  reports 
indicated  that  the  water  was  of  a  suitable  quality  for  human  consumption.

Swimming  Baths . 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Urban  Area,  namely  the  Petersfield 
Swimming  Bath,  adjacent  to  the  Town  Kail,  and  the  swimming  bath  at  Churchers 
College.  The  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  during 
the  season,  both  for  residual  chlorine,  and  pH  value.  A  new  water 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant  has  now  been  installed  at  the  Churchers 
College  Swimming  Bath,  with  a  resulting  improvement  in  the  general  quality 
of  the  water* 

Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  existing  Sewage  Works  are  seriously  overloaded,  and  the  Council 
have  in  the  course  of  preparation,  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  and 
modernisation  thereof,  and  also  for  the  extension  of  the  sewers  into  those 
parts  of  the  area  that  are  not  now  so  served. 

There  are  some  37  pail  closets  in  the  area,  which,  under  contract  with 
the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Ltd.,  of  Botley,  Southampton,  are 
emptied  twice  weekly* 

In  addition  there  are  67  cesspits  serving  some  90  houses,  which  are 
also  emptied  by  the  same  firm.  Kach  householder  is  entitled  to  two  free 
emptyings  per  year* 

Public  Cleansing. 

All  the  roads  in  the  district  are  kept-  clean  by  the  Council. 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  per  week,  and  a  separate  collection 
is  made  of  trade  refuse,  both  these  services  being  the  responsibili ty  of

ascorbic  acid  and  kaoxii*  t>u-fc  no  ascorbic  acid  was  f’ovind  in  the  sample. 

The  result  was  taken  up  with  the  producer,  who  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  stated  ingredients  had  been  included  in  the  preparation  but  the 
ascorbic  acid  was  introduced  in  an  unstable  form  which  had  allowed  it  to 
dissipate.  Investigations  into  the  matter  indicated  that  ascorbic  acid 
is  one  of  the  essential  ingredients  for  the  intended  purpose  of  the 
tablets.  Legal  Proceedings  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £10  with  £10  10s.  costs. 

(iii)  A  tin  of  grapefuit  segments  in  syrup,  which  was  submitted  for 

analysis  as  a  result  of  a  consumer  complaint  alleging  it  to  have  a 
peculiar  colour  and  unusual  taste.  The  product  -  an  imported  variety  - 
was  of  a  largely  pulped  consistency  and,  in  this  respect,  hardly  conformed 
to  the  description  but,  apart  from  this,  it  was  found  to  contain  220  parts 
per  million  of  tin  which,  although  within  the  accepted  maximum  for  canned 
goods,  indicated  some  corrosion.  The  result  was  made  known  to  the 
distributor,  who  withdrew  further  stocks  from  sale  and  referred  the 
complaint  to  the  canners  in  the  country  of  origin. 


4*  G-eneral. 


In  additon  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious  complaints  concerning  these  matters. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  Petorsfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  have 
continued  to  expand  -their  business,  which  is  based  on  Tb*>  c**«.n#s  Abattoir. 
In  addition  to  killing  for  their  own  business  pux-posos,  facilities  <ire 
also  available  for  local  butchers  to  have  their  own  animals  slaughtered, 
and  also  for  the  emergency  slaughter  of  injured  or  otherwise  unfit 
animals.  During  the  year  the  Meat  Company  also  undertook  to  slaughter 
animals  for  the  use  of  the  local  co-operative  society,  which  increased 
the  throughput  markedly. 

Apart  from  local  sales,  meat  from  this  abattoir  is  distributed  over 
a  wide  area  of  Hampshire,  Sussex  and  Surrey,  and  supplies  are  also  sent 
to  the  Channel  Islands. 


All  carcases  and  offal  are  properly  inspected,  and,  to  do  this, 
resulted  in  9%  of  the  inspections  being  done  outside  normal  working 
hours.  Slaughtering  took  place  on  13  Saturdays  and  one  emergency  slaughter 
on  a  Sunday.  Should  the  throughput  continue  to  increase  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  very  near  future  to  consider  whether  the  staff  availab 
is  now  adequate  to  deal  with  this  work  (in  addition  to  other  routine 
duties)  particularly  during  holiday  periods  or  times  of  absence  of  your 
Inspectors  from  work  through  sickness.
